TO E. WALDO VV Alii) 

Federal Investigation Showed It 
Was Held for Legitimate 
Manufacturing Use 

Sugar amounting to nearly 
1,000 ixmiids was returned to E. 
Waldo Ward by tlie federal au¬ 
thorities after an investigation 
demonstrated that he held it for 
legitimate maniifacturing pur¬ 
poses. 'The sugar was seized on 
a “hoarding” charge, tlioiigh no 
complaint was formally entered 
against Mr. Ward. 

Mr. Ward submitted his ac- 
counUs to the federal ollicials, 
showing the extent of tlie bu.si- 
iiess which he has built up in 
the making of a high grade of 
orange marmalade for the fancy 
grocery market. People who 
knew Mr. Ward well refu.sed to 
believe that he was guilty of 
unpatriotic methods or of inten¬ 
tional evasion of the food regu¬ 
lations and many expressions of 
satisfaction were heard on the 
report that he had been exoner¬ 
ated by the autliorities.

No feature of the new Pacilic 
Electric rate .schedule which 
went into elfect last week has 
so aroused the patrons ol the 
Sierra Madre line lus the charge 
of ten cents for rides of a lew 
blocks within the city limits. 

In the coui-.se of a moiitti a 
considerable number of passen¬ 
gers have been carried locally, | 
chiefly between Sunnyside and 
Baldwin .Avenues. If it was the 
expectation of the rate-making 
exiK’i ts to increase the revenue 
of the company by the new lates 
they missed their guess on that 
item. The teii-cent rate will 
simply eliminate that class of 
business. It is underslood the 
coiiqiany was granted iKMiiiis- 
sion to imiKise a niinimum 
cliarge of ten cents on all inter- 
urban lines.

They 
are now 18 and 81 cents re- 
sjH'etively, instead of 20 and 80 
cents.
